Israel Reaches for Peace 



Netanyahu: ‘Painful’ 
trade-offs neeessary 
to begin talks again 

Washington 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu told a cheering U.S. Con- 
gress on Tuesday he was willing to 
make “painful compromises” for 
peace with the Palestinians, but he 
offered little concrete ideas to entice 
Palestinians back to the table. 

By giving such a high-profile 
speech before overwhelmingly sup- 
portive U.S. lawmakers, Netanyahu 
was able to demonstrate to Israelis 
that he retains strong backing in 
the United States despite his frosty 
relations with President Obama. 

He also moved the needle on 
territorial compromise, for the first 
time explicitly sajdng in his address 
that Israel would have to give up 
some West Bank settlements. 

But undercutting his overture 
was his insistence that Israel hold 
onto major settlement blocs and 
all of Jerusalem, that it maintains 
a military presence on the eastern 
edge of the West Bank and that Pal- 
estinian President Mahmoud Abbas 
scuttie his power-sharing deal with 
the anti-Israel Hamas. 


'Declaration of War’ 

Palestinian officials on Tuesday 
said Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu’s parameters for a peace 
deal, outlined before Congress, fell 
far short of what is needed to re- 
sume talks. Netanyahu’s insistence 
on keeping key parts of territories 
the Palestinians want for their state 
is a “declaration of war against the 
Palestinians,” said Nabil Shaath, an 
aide to Palestinian President Mah- 
moud Abbas. Israeli settlers, the Is- 
lamic militant Hamas and Netanya- 
hu’s parliamentary opposition also 
expressed criticism, (ap) 


He also restated Israel’s refus- 
al to repatriate millions of Pales- 
tinians who lost homes in Israel 
during the fighting over the Jew- 
ish state’s 1948 creation. 

Last week, Netanyahu sparred 
with Obama, who had expressed 
support for redrawing borders on 
the basis of those Israel had before 
capturing east Jerusalem, the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip in 1967. 

Netanyahu on Tuesday backed 
off from the dispute. Israeli offi- 
cials said that was because Obama 
sharpened his position, but it is pos- 
sible Netanyahu felt he could ease 
the assault because of the support 
he received in Congress, (ap) 


Casey Anthony on Trial 
In Death of Daughter, 2 


Orlando, Fla. 

Prosecutors and a defense attor- 
ney for a Florida mother charged in 
the death of her 2-year-old daugh- 
ter each presented new, vastly dif- 
ferent theories of how the little girl 
died as the trial of Casey Anthony 
began Tuesday. 

For the first time, prosecutors 
said Caylee Anthony died from duct 
tape being placed over her mouth 
and nose while a defense attorney 
for the mother claimed the toddler 
drowned in their pool and the girl’s 


grandfather covered it up. 

An autopsy did not conclude a 
cause of death for Caylee, who died 
in summer 2008. 

Casey Anthony, 25, who previ- 
ously said a baby sitter kidnapped 
the girl, is charged with first-degree 
murder. If convicted, she could be 
sentenced to death. 

Casey’s attorney, Jose Baez, 
blamed police for botching the 
investigation, saying they wanted 
a media frenzy about a mother kill- 
ing her child instead of investigat- 
ing a mundane drowning, (ap)

Obama Tends to U.S.-Britain Ties 


President spends day 
mingling with royals, 
deepening relations 

London 

In the splendor of Buckingham Pal- 
ace and even a fast game of table 
tennis with British kids, President 
Obama spent a full day of his Euro- 
pean tour on Tuesday tending to 
and underlining the importance of 
U.S. relations with England. Along 
the way, baby boomers Barack and 
Michelle Obama cemented their 
deepening friendship with the 
85 -year- old queen. 

In toasting Queen Elizabeth II 


at only the second state dinner the 
British have ever thrown for an 
American president, Obama called 
her “a living witness to the power 
of our alliance and a chief source of 
its resilience.” The queen, in turn, 
described the relationship between 
the two countries as “tried, tested 
and, yes, special.” 

Tuesday’s state visit was all 
about images with a message 
before Obama delves into the gritty 
details of foreign policy with Brit- 
ish Prime Minister David Cameron 
on the last day of his visit to Eng- 
land and addresses Parliament, 
reassuring Europe about its place 
in American foreign policy. At the 
same time, the president kept one

U.S. Reaches Out to Libya 
Rebels Amid NATO Strike 


Tripoli, Libya 

The Obama administration reached 
out Tuesday to the Libyan rebels 
and said Moammar Gadhafi would 
“inevitably” be forced from power 
as the U.S.-backed NATO coali- 
tion launched a withering bom- 
bardment on the Libyan leader’s 
stronghold of Tripoli. 

The NATO airstrikes struck in 
rapid succession shortly after mid- 
night, setting off more than 20 
explosions in the most intensive 
bombardment yet of the Libyan 
capital. Plumes of acrid-smelling 
smoke rose from an area around 
Gadhafi’s sprawling Bab al-Aziziya 
compound in central Tripoli. 

A U.S. official warned the Liby- 


an ruler that the pace of the attacks 
will intensify. Deputy National 
Security Adviser Ben Rhodes said, 
“I think we want to underscore to 
Gadhafi that the foot is not going 
to come off the gas pedal,” add- 
ing, “leaving is in his best inter- 
ests and the best interest of the 
Libyan people.” 

With its invitation, the U.S. 
administration bolstered the 
standing of the rebel National 
Transnational Council, calling it 
a “legitimate and representative 
and credible” body and extend- 
ing an invitation Tuesday for it to 
set up a representative office in 
Washington — though the over- 
ture stopped short of formal U.S. 
recognition, (ap)

Changes Set for SmaitBenef its 


Q We had been informed 
at work that Metro was 
changing the SmartBenefits 
program beginning June 1 to 
have the two separate funds on 
the SmartTrip card. We were 
then informed that Metro had 
problems with the Autoload 
program and this change was 
not going to happen on June 1. 
Do you have any information? 
No, we’re aware of the problems and 
did a story after we got a wave of com- 
plaints from riders having trouble get- 
ting their bus passes properly loaded 
onto SmarTrip — but we haven’t heard 
from the SmarTrip folks about an actu- 
al fix for the Autoload issue. 


Q Metro could have done 
fans a huge service by an- 
nouncing the Nationals” rainout 
starting at 10 a.m. last Tues- 
day, before hundreds of fans 
took Metro to the stadium on 
a perfectly clear day and were 
amazed and irate to learn that 
the game had been “rained out" 
at 9:40 that morning. 

My guess is that Metro simply has 
no system for getting and distribut- 
ing that information to riders. It has 
the technology: the loudspeakers and 
the email alerts. But I can’t think of a 
time I’ve heard or read an announce- 
ment on something that’s going on 
outside the transit system. 


Q Yes, it’s legal for bicyclists to 
take a full lane while riding. 

I wonder, though, whether it is 
prudent to exercise this right on 
(for example) a single-lane curvy 
uphill road with a 35 mph speed 
limit, when you have trouble 
maintaining 6 mph. 

When I hear cycling safety advocates 
urge bikers to take the lane, it’s usu- 
ally in this scenario: They’re driving 
on city streets with cars parked along 
the sides, and they’re hugging the 
curb, then pulling out to get around 
cars, then pulling back to the curb, 
then pulling out to get around cars. 
That’s not a safe situation. It would 
be better to remain in the drivers’ 
field of vision at all times, rather 
than popping in and out. 


Would you care to com- 
ment on Metro’s reducing its 
performance targets? Using the 
example of rail operations, the 
on-time goal has been reduced 
from 95 percent to 90 percent. 
I’m not sure what difference it will 
make to riders, but it certainly 
sounds discouraging — to have the 
transit authority seemingly saying, 
“We can’t meet our performance 
goals. Solution: Lower the goals.” 
Some of the stated reasons for the 
lowering: Metrobuses get caught 
in traffic, and the D.C. region has 
some of the worst traffic conges- 
tion in the nation. Metro trains are 
now under operator control, rath- 
er than automatic control. If those 
are the issues, why not adjust the 
schedules to make the arrival times 
more realistic? That would have the 
most impact on riders.

AAA: Holiday ll'avel Up 


Group says trips will 
increase despite jump 
in gas prices for area 

Washington 

Across the nation, soaring gas 
prices are putting the squeeze on 
Memorial Day weekend getaway 
plans, but people in the Washing- 
ton region say they plan to buck 
that trend and travel anyway. 

They will pay twice for the priv- 
ilege, once at the pump and again 
as they burn that expensive petrol 
idling in congested traffic. 

The American Automobile 
Association said Tuesday that its 
annual Memorial weekend survey 
shows a slight uptick in the num- 
ber of the region’s residents who 


say they plan to drive 50 miles or 
more this year over last, though a 
gallon of gas costs $1.10 more than 
it did a year ago. 

More traffic will mean great- 
er delays, according to INRIX, a 
company that provides real-time 
traffic information used by nav- 
igation applications. It ranked the 
congestion expected on southbound 
1-95 on Friday afternoon as one of 
the top five traffic headaches in the 
nation, with travel south to Russell 
Avenue likely to take three times 
longer than normal. 

“Memorial Day weekend com- 
bined with an early start to a heavy 
summer construction season will 
create havoc for people trying to 
get out of town,” said Kevin Fore- 
man, INRIX vice president for 
mobile applications.

Most people who said they were 
concerned about gas prices said 
they would eliminate other frills 
from their travel plans. 

“Scrimp and save and still 
go,” said AAA spokesman John B.

“The average holiday travel- 
er from the Washington metro 
area plans to spend $813 during 
the upcoming holiday period. Of 
that amount, roughly $258 will 
be spent on gas for the journey.”

Fierce Fight Over Feral Felines

The lowly alley cat has long been 
considered a hissing, stinking, 
brawling fur ball of trouble. 

But a change has come to Wash- 
ington and cities across the nation 
that might surprise anyone who has 
been kept awake by the yowling of 
an alley cat: A small army of volun- 
teers is trapping feral felines, ster- 
ilizing them and returning them to 
the very alleys they came from. 

And that has touched off a cat 
fight. Skeptics, including PETA and 
some veterinarians, argue the life 
of an alley cat is rarely pleasant. 
In many cases, they say it’s actu- 
ally more humane to euthanize 
cats, rather than the “Trap-Neuter- 
Return” (TNR) approach.. 


Dana Madalon, an animal rights 
activist has spent 15 years volun- 
teering in local shelters and is no 
supporter of TNR. 

“The TNR folks are doing what’s 
right for them, not for the cats,” 


Madalon said. 

“If you really love an animal, 
you will do everything you can 
to ease suffering in its life. The 
life of a feral cat is a slow kill.”

Someone to

Oprah exits after 25 years of leading the national discourse 


Washington 

The queen of daytime talk will relinquish her 
network television throne Wednesday to over- 
see the rest of her sprawling kingdom, which 
has extended its reach to film, Broadway, pub- 
lishing, politics, cooking, fitness, the self-help 
industry, a fledgling cable channel and the 
throbbing crannies of America’s heart. 

“The Oprah Winfrey Show,” one of the most 
durable and top-rated programs in TV history, 
is ending its quarter-century run with fanfare 
worthy of a president or pope — or of a woman, 
born into poverty in Mississippi, who built a 
media empire around her own nationally syn- 
dicated talk show. 

“She has this amazing capacity to relate to 
an audience, which made her a star almost from 
the day she started to broadcast,” said Barba- 
ra Walters, another television icon. “It’s in her 
magazine, and it’s in everything she does. She 
talks about herself, she touches the audience, 
and they become almost one with her.” 

That oneness has fueled Winfrey’s show for 
25 seasons, through 30,000 guests, a million 
studio audience members, scores of viewers in 
150 countries, 48 Emmys and a Kennedy Cen- 
ter Honor. Her personal net worth is $2.7 bil- 
lion, according to Forbes, making her the only 
female African-American billionaire at present. 
She’s used her daytime platform to establish a 
production company, a glossy national maga- 
zine and a now-shuttered charity wing. 

Wednesday’s finale will be her 4,561st show, 
the last in a long line of episodes featuring aspi- 
ration as entertainment. With Oprah as its guide, 
the country learned how to find its dream part- 
ner, how to find its correct bra size, and how to 
negotiate racism and religion-based fear. “Live 
your best life,” implores the cover of every O 
magazine. 


The cultural legacy of “The Oprah Win- 
frey Show” is at once intensely personal and 
too galactic to fathom. 

Without “The Oprah Winfrey Show,” where 
would we be? We wouldn’t have T-shirt bed- 
sheets, footless pantyhose or the “The Color 
Purple,” the musical. 

“Oprah” told us there is no shame 
in being the victim of sexual abuse. 
“Oprah” told us how a proper bowel 
movement sounds when it hits the 
toilet water. 

Without “Oprah,” some would 
never have picked up Tolstoy or 
dropped 15 pounds (and then gained 
them back again). Without “Oprah,” 
the country would not be talking 
about so many issues so candidly, 

CBS chief executive Leslie Moonves 
said. “We wouldn’t have nearly 
as much of the dialogue we have 
throughout America about what’s hap- 
pening in our society,” says Moonves, 
whose CBS Corporation distributes the 
show. “She sort of introduced what the world 
was like and let people think and talk and go

points in the final 434 minutes 
of regulation to lead Dallas to an 
unthinkable 15-point comeback 
— Kidd provided the finishing 
touches in the extra frame to put 
his team ahead, 3-1, in the best- 
of-seven series. 

The Mavericks handed the Thun- 
der their first consecutive losses of 
the postseason and first back-to- 
back home losses in six months to 
earn a chance to clinch the series on 
their home court in Game 5 Wednes- 
day night in Dallas. 

Westbrook was expected to have 
an advantage over Kidd with his 
speed and agility, but Kidd has 
recorded 16 steals; helped force 
Westbrook into 21 turnovers and 
34.7 percent shooting; and even 
watched his All-Star counterpart 
get benched in favor or Eric Maynor 
in the fourth quarter of Game 2. 

“I’m just trying to make it 
tough on these guys,” said Kidd, 
who is averaging 11.5 points and 
8.5 assists this series. “These guys 
all have the advantage; if it’s not 
speed or height, they all can put 
the ball up, they all score. Just 
trying to make it tough and con- 
test. Again, I’ve been in the league 
long enough. I’ve been scored 
on, so it’s not like if they score

The Redskins 

Instead of coach Mike Shanahan, 
the authority figure at the center 
of the post-practice huddle was the 
head of the group formerly known 
as the players’ union. 

Instead of burgundy and gold 
uniforms with numbers, the 41 
players on the field wore basic 
T-shirts and shorts. Several rookies 
— 10 of the 12 draft picks showed 
up — simply wore something with 
the name of their college on it. 

Instead of Redskins Park, the 
venue was a Virginia high school 
field whose location was kept secret 
so fans wouldn’t try to crash the prac- 
tice and disrupt the school day. Yet 
some things were the same when the 
Redskins gathered Tuesday for the 
opening of a three-day, player-run 
minicamp. For one thing, the rookies 
were a bit nervous — and a bit over- 
whelmed. “Last night I couldn’t sleep; 
I was so ready to come out here,” said 
fifth-round pick Niles Paul, a receiv- 
er from Nebraska.

Meanwhile ••• 

The NFL has canceled next 
month’s rookie symposium, the 
first league event called off because 
of the lockout. The symposium, 
which was to begin in Canton, Ohio, 
on June 26, instructs rookies in mon- 
ey management and life skills, and 
allows them to meet current and for- 
mer players. Teams and their draft- 
ees have not been allowed to com- 
municate since the NFL gained a stay 
in court upholding the lockout. The 
league’s appeal of an injunction lift-

He will move about on 
crutches to preserve his balky left 
knee and further alleviate result- 
ing stress on his back. He will, he 
hopes, begin strength training on 
his left leg by the end of next week, 
because the muscles in it have atro- 
phied from lack of use. 

He doesn’t know when he will hit 
another golf ball — in competition 
or practice. “Eventually, I’m going to 
have to start strengthening this leg 
again,” Woods said Tuesday. 


The Open at Congressional 
Country Club in Bethesda begins 
three weeks from Thursday, and it 
is becoming clearer that if Woods — 
still the game’s most transcendent 
star, even though he hasn’t won a 
tournament in 18 months — is able 
to play, he will do so with very lit- 
tle preparation, if any at all.

Nadal Holds off Isner in 5 Sets

Rafael Nadal excelled when he 
needed to most, winning the final 
two sets against John Isner on Tues- 
day to advance to the second round 
at the French Open with a 6-4, 6-7 
(2), 6-7 (2), 6-2, 6-4 victory. 

The five-time champion, who 
is 39-1 at Roland Garros, played a 
five-set match at Roland Garros for 
the first time in his seven visits. 

“Always it’s very, very close 
match against John because with 
his serve he arrives to the tiebreak 
and you play under pressure all the 
time,” Nadal said. “For moments in 
the tiebreak, I didn’t play very well. 
I was probably too nervous.” 

Nadal last lost a set at the

French Open in 2009, when he 
was eliminated by Robin Soder- 
ling in the fourth round. He had 
never previously dropped a set in 


the first or second round. The top- 
seeded Nadal is trying to equal 
Bjorn Borg’s record of six French 
Open titles and is considered by 
many to be the favorite at Roland 
Garros. 

That didn’t seem to matter — at 
first anyway — to Isner, the man 
best known for playing in the lon- 
gest tennis match in history last 
year at Wimbledon. Despite los- 
ing the first set, the tall Ameri- 
can held strong and forced Nadal 
into a pair of tiebreakers, where 
his big serve helped him put Nadal 
on the defensive. 

But with only six unforced 
errors the rest of the way — none in 
the fourth set — Nadal proved he is 
still the man to beat on clay, (ap)

It’s been a busy few weeks for Carla 
Bruni, first lady of France. Last week, 
the former supermodel’s father-in- 
law revealed that she’s pregnant, 
which, perhaps, is why she wasn’t 
in Cannes to mark her film debut, in 
Woody Allen’s “Midnight in Paris,’’ out 
this Friday in Washington.

Raphael Saadiq says he feels like an emerging artist, with new fans 
continually discovering his music. “At shows, I’ll ask who’s here see- 
ing me for the first time, and it seems like everybody raises their hand," 
he says. But he’s been stone rollin’ for nearly a quarter-century, with an 
impressive range of projects:

edge of soul, R&B and funk, but he 
admits his bandmates often stump 
him. “I don’t even know some of 
the stuff they’re playing,” he says. 
“It’s just music, music, music all 
the time.” 

On his fourth solo album, the 
energetic and exuberant “Stone 
Rollin’,” Saadiq turns all that 
music into thumping songs that 
incorporate the frantic vibe of 
Sly Stone, the sleek charisma of 
Motown, the hyperbolic orches- 
trations of Philly, and the gritty 
rhythms of Stax. He finds new 
ways to play old sounds, which 
has made him one of the stars of 
the ongoing soul revival. 

An experienced producer who 
has worked with Joss Stone, Mary 
J. Blige and John Legend, among 
others, Saadiq is a see-what-works 
type of guy in the studio. “That’s 
my process — just seeing what I 
can come up with that day,” he says. 
“I’m not one of those guys who like 
to think it all out in advance.” 

His heart is in the past, but 
Saadiq skirts pastiche simply by 
writing the kind of songs he wants 
to play live: inventive, melodic 
and fun. “If I’m going back out 
on tour, I want to make a record 
that’ll sound good on the road,” 
he explains. “I want it to be a little 
louder, a lot more aggressive.” 

His shows have the live- 
ly flair of an old soul revue, 
with tight playing, crisp suits 
circa “Mad Men” and synchro- 
nized dance moves. It’s a spec- 
tacle, but it’s all in service to 
the music, which Saadiq says is 
“the first language in my house.”

Reality meets fiction 
in the post-Katrina 
HBO drama Treme' 


Television 

No television drama exists in a vac- 
uum. Many of the best draw freely 
from unscripted, unruly real life. 

That’s certainly the case with 
“Treme,” HBO’s glorious series set 
in post-Katrina New Orleans. 

A flood and its aftermath are 
what “Treme” is about, though no 
one would call it a disaster drama. 
Instead, it focuses on a wide swath 
of locals and their stubborn insis- 
tence on returning to normal life, 
which is to say, to the distinctive, 
sassy good life of New Orleans that 
has always outlived one disaster 
after another. 

“It has always been a city where 
calamity and death are intertwined 
with the city’s vibrancy in a very 
strange way,” says “Treme” co-cre- 
ator David Simon. In the hands of 
Simon and co-creator Eric Overmy- 
er, this raw truth has nourished a 
piquantly authentic tale as “Treme” 
unfolds in its second season (air- 
ing Sundays at 10 p.m.). 

For five seasons, “Treme’s” 
Simon and Overmyer drilled into 
current-day politics, public schools, 
law enforcement and journalism as 


they mined the many urban cri- 
ses afflicting Baltimore in their 
celebrated HBO drama series, 
“The Wire.” 

Then, last spring, they returned 
to HBO with “Treme.” But while 
their feet were again firmly planted 


in reality, they had taken on a new 
challenge as they reached beyond 
to the make-believe: They were 
telling a story set not in the emer- 
gent current day, but in the fixed- 
in-place recent past. 

‘“The Wire’ existed in a fiction- 


al present, so you could respond a 
little more directly to whatever the 
headlines were,” Overmyer says. 

“Treme” began its first season 
set in fall 2005, three months after 
Hurricane Katrina, and continued 
through Mardi Gras 2006. 

This season, the series cov- 
ers roughly the same ground, a 
year later. 

“We’re really following the his- 
tory of post-Katrina New Orleans 
and using it as a metaphor for 
what’s happened to urban Ameri- 
ca,” Simon says.

Tune in to the region's 
rustic charms to find 
history, hiking and fun 

Adventure 

Some tourist attractions can be eas- 
ily experienced, by taking in a sce- 
nic view or driving down a famous 
byway. But other places must be 
explored to be appreciated, with lay- 
ers revealed as you go. That’s how it 
is in Western Massachusetts, with 
sites such as the Emily Dickinson 
Museum, the Quabbin Reservoir’s 
“accidental wilderness” and many 
other treasures — from great res- 
taurants to unusual bookstores — 
waiting to be discovered. 

Of course there are Wal-Marts, 
Starbucks and Dunkin’ Donuts 
here, just like ever 3 Awhere else. But 
you can also tune in to the region’s 
bucolic, historic side by driving for 
miles along winding roads past 
small farms, town squares, and 
communities founded in the 17th 
and I8th centuries. 

As you roam around, you’ll see 
that each town has a unique claim 
to fame. Deerfield is famous as the 
site of an attack in 1704 by Native 
Americans and their French allies 
in which more than 40 villagers 
were killed. In Shelburne Falls, 
blooms change by the season on 
the Bridge of Flowers. Tulips were 
big in early May; vibrant pink peo- 
nies will flower soon. 


If You Visit W. Mass. 

A tour of the Emily Dickinson Mu- 
seum exposes unexpected layers, 
and Quabbin Reservoir offers trails 
that go through woods.

For a unique outdoor experi- 
ence, visit the area surrounding 
the Quabbin Reservoir, which was 
created in the 1930s when four 
towns were moved to make way 
for a 39 -square-mile reservoir fed 
by local rivers. The watershed area 


consists of 120,000 acres of forests 
and meadows. 

“The term ‘accidental wilder- 
ness’ captures the essence of it,” 
said Clif Read, supervisor of Quab- 
bin’s interpretive services. 

Then set aside a couple hours 
to immerse yourself in the world 
of Dickinson and tour the Home- 
stead, the house where she lived 
and died. 

Small towns and rural areas 
don’t always offer fine dining, 
but this region does. Recommen- 
dations from locals include, in 
Northampton, Osaka (sushi), Muli- 
no’s (Italian), Amanouz (Moroc- 
can), the Eastside Grill, and for 
breakfast, Sylvester’s; Chez Albert, 
a French bistro, in Amherst; and 
La Veracruzana, for Mexican, in 
Amherst and in Northampton.
